The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 

and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 

separately usable. In the instant case, 

Invention I has separate utility such as signing in a user for a specific game (i.e. a 

game of online poker played on a computer). 

Invention II has separate utility such as signing in a user of a gaming console to 

provide online services without requiring specific game title services (i.e. signing on the 

user of game console device to enable chatting and messaging). 
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Invention III has separate utility such a computer set up in a network, the 
computer used to download games from the network. Invention III does not require a 
game title service, nor a designated gaming console that provides online services. 

See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104.
